Representative Holley Shares 
Opinions With Commissioners 


The Coffee County Com- 
missioners met Monday ofthis 
week with all members pre- 
sent. The first order of busi- 
ness was a discussion on the 
issue of the Coffee County 
courthouses Taking part in 
this discussion was Represent- 
ative Jimmy Holley 

Holley told the group that 
in his opinion they had three 
options. The commissioners 
later added a fourth to the list. 

First, according to Holley, 
they can do nothing, which in 
itself is a decision that every- 
thing is OK. Second, the com- 
missioners can pass a reso- 
Jution asking Holley to provide 
a referendum to the voters of 
the county with a yes/no option 
making it mandatory for the 
building of two new court- 
houses in Coffee County. 

The third option is for the

The fourth option and the 
one taken by the commission- 
ers is to get a representative 
group of people together and 
attempt to get the required 50% 
of the voters to sign petitions 
asking that the county seat be 
moved and only one courthouse 
built. The almost impossi- 
bility of this task was dis- 
cussed, but the commission- 
ers felt it should be tried 
first. Therefore, on Satur- 
day of this week, they will 
meet with the Democratic 
committeemen anda represen- 
tative group from the Repub- 
lican party and discuss the 
matter. 

Holley told the commis- 
sioners, “Once this referen- 
dum has been held, I am thr- 
ough. If it passes, we will 
have the voters telling the 
commission they are pre- 
pared to pay for two new 
courthouses. If it fails, I 
will have done all I can do to 
resolve the issue.” 

Holley also discussed br- 
iefly with the commission his 
proposed bill to place all 
county officials on salary, 
rather than the present fee 
system. The sheriffs of Ala- 
bama came off the fee system 
several years ago; however, 
the Probate Judge, Tax As- 
sessor, Tax Collector and 
Circuit Clerk are still on the 
fee system. Holley promised

SCHOOL SYSTEM. Thearticle 
was written by ACONCERNED 
PARENT 

First, let me say that the 
concerned parent is tobe com- 
mended for his or her concern 
It is reasonable to assume that 
most parents agree with much 
of the article; however, the 
concerned parent raises sev- 
eral questions which he or she 
leaves partially or completely 
unanswered. The parent seems 
to be reporting on the SYMP- 
TOMS, rather than the causes 
of the situation in the Elba 
schools 

Specifically - “As many as 
five car loads of high school 
Students were seen riding and 
racing the roads aroundtown”™ 
Question.- Who furnished the 
cars for the students? Who 
sets the example of disregard 
for traffic regulations? The 
teachers certainly don’t fur- 
hish the cars. These are fur- 
nished by the parents, and in 
most cases it is the parent who 
sets the example of disregard 
for the operation of the car on 
public streets 

Question.- How many times 
did the police have to come to 
school when you were enrolled? 
Never. Why? Because in my 
generation we were taught at 
home. and we believed. that if 
we presented a problem at 
school it would be resolved at 
home That if we got into 
trouble in school we would be 
in double trouble at home. This 
acceptance of parental respon- 
sibility just doesn’t seem to 
exist at this level today. This 
school year, we have seen one 
teacher brought to court for 
administering punishment to a 
child in school. True, the 
teacher was freed from any 
wrong doing, but she had the 
expense and agony ofa lawsuit 

Two weeks ago, I wasinthe 
home of ateacher when an irate 
parent called to berate thetea- 
cher for having administered 
discipline to her child, who was 
disrupting the whole class. Is 
it aay wonder thatteachersare 
reluctant to deal firmly with 
disciplinary problems? 


TAX. 
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These problems are not 
restricted solely to the class- 
room and school property 
They occur on the streets, in 
the stores, at parking areas 
after school and at night when 
the teacher has nocontrolover 
the child 

l agree wholeheartedly with 
the concerned parent when he 
says children born today are 
not different from our genera- 
tion, but some of them have 
been allowed. by lack of disci- 
pline, to progressively grow 
into a student that disrupts the 
class, uses profanity, etc 

I do not agree with his so- 
lution that places almost total 
responsibility for discipline 
with the teacher. Tobe effect- 
ive, discipline, like charity 
must begin at home The 
teacher is now being asked to 
spend too much time on disci- 
pline and not enough on in- 
struction. If the school board 
has the authority and should 
have the courage to dismiss 
unqualified teachers. we. as 
parents, should have the cou- 
rage to back our teachers and 
shoulder the responsibility for 
our children’s actions in pub- 
lic society 

I am neither a teacher nor 
a member of the school board, 
but I am a parent who has had 
children to graduate from Elba 
High School. All of them re- 
ceived a quality education from 
this system and had no diffi- 
culty maintaining their scho- 
lastic standings in college. All 
of them were taught at home, 
as I was, that their actions in 
schoo! and in public wereadir- 
ect reflection onthe home from 
which they came 

Most of the teachers in the 
Elba School System are hard 
working, dedicated, capable 
people, who yearn for, andde 
serve, the support of all con- 
cerned parents

WHEREAS, the Legislature 
of Alabama at the Second Spe- 
cial Session 1°75 ordered an 
election to be held by the 
qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama upon a certain pro- 
posed amendment to the Con- 
Stitution of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, 
and ordered that the said elec- 
tion be held onthe first Tuesday 
after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment 
of the 1°75 Second Special Ses- 
Sion of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama at which the amendment 
was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the first Tues- 
day after the expiration ofthree 
months from final adjournment 
of the 1975 Second Special Se- 
ssion of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama will be and occur onJune 
10, 1975; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the pro- 
posed amendment is required 
by law and by the provisions 
of the act submitting the am- 
endment to be given by a pro- 
clamation of the Governor tobe 
published in each county in the 
State of Alabama for four suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the elec- 
tion: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Geo- 
rge C. Wallace, as Governor 
of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and 
proclaim that on Tuesday the 
10th day of June 1°75, an elec- 
tion will be held at the several 
polling places within the State 
of Alabama in the manner and 
form prescribed by law upon the 
following proposed amendment 


-to the Constitution of the State 


of Alabama of 1901: 

“Any provision of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama or amend- 
ments thereto to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the State shall 
have the power to engage in 
works of internal improvement 
in connection with the develop- 
ment, construction, improve- 
ment, expansion, and moderni- 
zation of the State Docks fac- 
ilities at the Port of Mobile. 

“The Legislature may by 
appropriate laws authorize the 
State to become indebted and, 
in evidence of such indebt- 
edness, to sell and issue its 
interest bearing general obli- 
gation bonds, in an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding 
Forty-five Million Dollars 
($45,000,000), for the purpose 
of paying costs of the develop- 
ment, construction, improve- 
ment, expansion, and modern- 
ization of the State Docks facil- 
ities at the Port of Mobile, 
as the said facilities may at 
any time’ exist. The full 
faith, credit, and taxing powers 
of the State are hereby pledged 
to the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment at their respecitve mat- 
urities of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds. The 
said bonds may be additionally 
secured by any special pledges 
that may be provided for by 
the legislature. 

“The Legislature may, by 
appropriate laws, provide for 
the organization of a public 
corporation with power to act 
for the State in the authoriza- 
tion, sale, issuance and appro- 
val of disbursement of proceeds 
of the said bonds and any bonds 
that may hereafter be issued 
for the purpose of refunding 
them. The said public cor- 
poration shall consist of the 
Governor, the Director of Fin- 


ance, one member of the Sen- 


ate, appointed by the President 
of the Senate, one member of 
the House of Representatives, 
appointed by the Speaker, and 
the Director of the State Docks 
Department, each of whom 
shall be members of its Board 
of Directors. 

“The Legislature shall im- 
plement the provisions of this 
amendment by appropriate leg- 
islation.” 

I further direct and pro- 
claim that notice of this elec- 
tion upon Tuesday the 10th 
day of June 1°75 upon the 
above set forth amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1°01 be given by 
publishing the same once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday the 10th 
day of June 1°75 in each county 
in the State of Alabama in a 
newspaper published in said 
county.

4 Cups self-rising flour 
1 Egg 


HOW TO MAKE 

1. In large bowl, mix real 
good 4 cups flour, 1/4 cup 
Sugar and | pkg. yeast 

2. Heat 2 cups water until it 
is good and warm 

3. Beat egg. Add egg, oil and 
warm water to flour mixture 
4. Stir. Batter will be soupy 
5. Grease muffin tins 

6. Pour batter into muffin tins 
Fill only half-full. 

7. Bake at 450 degrees until 
brown 

8. If not all batter is used, it 
will keep in refrigerator

pages of large print and num- 
erous pages of pictures of 
typical southern scenes. Per- 
haps you might like to take 
two or three hours off some 
morning or afternoon to enjoy 
these two views of the South 
in the library, instead of tak- 
ing a book of this size to 
your home. 


James Dickey was one of 
the speakers at the Auburn 
University Conference on 
Technology, Human Values 
and the Southern Future, Ap- 
ril 3 - 5, 1975 

Really, ‘JERICHO The 
South Beheld’’ is a most int- 
eresting and beautiful book! 
I have looked through it twice 
briefly and plan to go to the 
library and look at it again. 
If you are a Southerner and 
proud of your Southern heri- 
tage and blood, then you'll 
be proud of this book; and 
should take the time to visit 
the public library and browse 
through it. And, ifyouweren’'t 
born and reared in the South, 
you'll still enjoy the beauty of 
the book 

In connection with the book, 
if you remember, ‘in THE 
ELBA CLIPPER last week, 
there was a picture and arti- 
cle on the 16 limited-edition 
prints by Hubert Shuptrine 
which are on display at the 
Enterprise State Jr. College 
library during May. The dis- 
play is sponsored by the Cof- 
fee County Arts Alliance, the 
Alabama Council on Arts and 
Humanities and the Enter- 
prise Jr. College. It is open 
to the public. 

Lamar Rainer, Jr., Elba, 
and Lt. Glen H. Havens, Ft. 
Rucker, own the prints on 
display. 

Let's take advantage of this 
‘culture’ and go see the 
prints! 


***While I’m on the subject 
of a favorite topic, the Elba 
Public Library has a wide 
selection of books by the late 
Pearl S. Buck, a noted and 
prolific authoress. 

I have just recently become 
acquainted with her books and 
I just wish I had not waited so 
long! I’ve read four or fiveof 
her books and they are so 
down-to-earth and believable 
and about such common, 
everyday people that one can 
almost visualize and feel that 
they actually KNOW the per- 
son or family about whom she 
is weaving her story; or one 
can begin to think, ‘Well, 
that person or that situation, 
reminds me of old so-and-so, 
or, that time when... .”’ 


One can relate to her stories, 
although many (or most) of her 
books are written about the 
Oriental countries and their 
people. 

Another plus for her books 
is that, as a rule, they are 
good, clean, wholesome read- 
ing! Which is. sorta rare,now- 
adays, isn’t it? IF there is 
anything, even the least bit 
“‘off-color,’’ she writes it 
factually, briefly, and it WILL 
be relevant to the plot of the 
story, or the story itself. 

For instance, in reading 
‘Imperial Woman,’’ the half 
fictional,historical biography 
of Tzu Hsi, the ‘‘Dowager 
Queen’’ of China from the 
1860's until her death in 1908, 
some of the customs of the 
Chinese race in the mid- 
1800's were rather crude and 
barbaric in regard tothe wor- 
ship and obedience to their 
Emperor, who was believedto 
be divine and sent from Heaven 
to rule them, and in telling of 
these rites and rituals, which 
are very informative and int- 
eresting and vital to the story 
itself, Mrs. Buck treats them 
as I said above, briefly and 
factually, without taking any- 
thing away from the story. 
‘Imperial Woman’’ is one of 
my all-time favorite books. 

If you, like me untila month 
or so ago, haven’t met Pearl 
S. Buck, then please visit the 
library today and be intro- 
duced to her and her books. 

You'll be glad you did!

Ezekiel, the prophet, men- 
tions in his writings, “And the 
word of God came unto me, 
saying, Son of Man, prophesy 
against the shepherds of 
\rael . . . . .” Who were 
the shepherds that Ezekiel is 
mentioning in chapter 34 and 
verse 1? They were the 
Kings or the leaders of the 
people who sometimes were 
referred to as shepherds. 
David was a shepherd king 
and leader. The Lord is pic- 
tured as a shepherd in the 
Psalms. The shepherd figure 
is prominent in the life of the 
people of God. Ezekiel was not 
thinking of good King David or 
any other good king. He was 
speaking to those leaders who 
were feeding themselves well 
while the rest of their people 
were hungry. And then Eze- 
kiel begins his message that 
the Great Shepherd cares about 
His sheep. 

The word sheep is used 176 
times in the Bible -- 142times 
in the Old Testament and 34 
times in the New Testament. 
The word “lambs” occurs 131 
times in the Old Testament 
and 33 times in the New. 
“Shepherds” occurs 63 times 
ithe Old Testament and 17 in 
the New Testament. The 
Bible -- and God -- were 
much, much interested in 


lambs, sheep and shepherds. 
They are all personal terms. 
Our faith must be very per- 
sonal.

also Mr. Henry Padgett, who 
serves Elba as a consulting 


engineer on various projects. ' 


After the above three had 
reviewed the detailed plans 
with Mr. Smith, five recom- 
mended changes were read into 
the council minutes and ac- 
cepted by the construction 
company. - The firm also of- 
fered a $20,000 construction 
bond to insure the streets, wa- 
ter and sewer pipes they in- 
Stall at their own expense will 
be up to acceptable standards. 
This was accepted andthe pro- 
per letters were drafted dur- 
ing the meeting. 

The master plan for the 
development includes apart- 
ments, doctor and dentist of- 
fices, day care center for ch- 
ildren and other projects on 
the 40 acre tract. This will 
be phased in over a five year 
period. Current plans are for 
construction to begin on 40 of 
the apartments in twelve to 
eighteen months.

Morrow with Sharpless secon- 
ding. Councilman Virgil Co- 
leman nominated Bishop W. T. 
Harris and the nomination died 
for lack of a second. 

The first vote was on Mor- 
row with Vaughan and Sharp- 
less voting yes and Ellis, Car- 
penter and Coleman voting no. 
Then Russell Cash was con- 
sidered with the vote being 
exactly reversed, thereby ap- 
pointing Russell Cash to the 
Elba School Board. 


The council heard an offer 
from Mr. Dean Kyle to spray 
Elba for mosquitoes with his 
aerial spray rig. The council 
asked for further information 
and instructed the city clerk 
to get this from Mr. Kyle. 

Police Chief Johnston re- 
quested authorization to pur- 
chase eleven canisters of tear 
gas at $9.00 each. This was 
approved after Johnston told 
the group the officers would 
not carry them on routine pa- 
trol-only in emergency situa- 
tions such as when the new 
SWAT team was in action. The 
department already has in in- 
ventory the large tear gas 
canisters that are used in riot 
type situations.

The council heard two re- 
quests for reducing the speed 
limits in two areas of town. 
First, Highland Drive speed 
was reduced from 40 to 25 
miles per hour. Councilman 
Vaughan and Sharpless op- 
posed, noting that the present 
limits should be strictly en- 
forced first. Next Johnston 
explained the confusion on Tr- 
oy Highway where the limit 
was 25 miles per hour going 
in one direction and 40 going 
in the other. The council vo- 
ted to lower the limits to 25 
miles per hour out past the re- 
creation center 100 yards. 
Again Vaughan and Sharpless 
opposed the change, noting the 
highway was four lanes and 25 
was too slow. 


The council voted to ch- 
eck with General Telephone 
Company on why there was no 
telephone operating at the El- 
ba airport. According to re- 
ports, people flying in must 
walk to town due to lack of 
telephone facilities. 


Mayor Sawyer and City Cl- 
erk Prescott reported on the 
mortgage balance on the Fr- 
osty Morn building. The city 
gets $100 a month rent and it 
is applied to the mortgage on 
the building. The mortgage 
balance is now $2,821.35. 


Sawyer and Prescott also 
reported that the 15lst Engi- 
neers, National Guard, would 
Start clearing land for the 
new armory in the next few 
weeks. 


A lengthly discussion on 
increasing the sewer rates in 
Elba took place with consult- 
ing engineer Henry Padgett. 
Padgett had studied the sys- 
tem and offered several dif- 
ferent ways to apply sew- 
age rates. He recommended 
one that would pay the mi- 
himum operating expenses but 
would not pay for new or re- 
placement equipment. No ac- 
tion was taken, as Padgett 
urged the ccuncilmen to study 
the entire report before ma- 
king their decision. The rate 
Padgett suggested and the one 
seeming to suit the council- 
men was with a base of $3.25 
for residential users, up from 
the current $2.50.
